Halifax police are warning 
local families about the 
dangers of BB and pellet 
guns after they say a child 
in Cole Harbour fired one of 
the weapons at a car with 
someone inside. 

“The message has to get 
out there — kids can’t be 
doing this, they can’t be 
pointing them at people,” 
Halifax RCMP spokesman 
Cpl. Scott MacRae said. 

Police were called to a 
home on Circassion Drive 
just after 4:30 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday for an assault call 
and found a youth sitting 
in a car. They say another 
boy was inside the home, 
and when he opened a win¬ 
dow officers saw what they 
thought was a handgun. 

MacRae says that’s when 
the youth started firing the 
weapon, hitting the car sev¬ 
eral times. 

Officers called for back-

up and arrested the boy 
when he came out of the 
home a short time after¬ 
wards. 

Police then seized an 
Airsoft handgun and a pel¬ 
let gun and charged the 
12-year-old with weapons- 
related offences. 

“What we want the pub¬ 
lic to understand is these 
things are still dangerous 
and could be perceived 
as real, which is what we 
thought (here),” MacRae 
said of the replica guns. 

Wednesday’s incident 
comes just days after two 
pellet guns were seized at 
Gertrude Parker Elemen¬ 
tary School in Lower Saclc- 
ville. Four people are facing 
charges in that case. 

“Kids seem to be carry¬ 
ing them to intimidate 
other youth, for whatever 
reason,” said MacRae. “If 
you pull out a fake gun, 
the other person just might 
have a real one.”

Denny 
Clearly is 
not safe,’ 
Taavel 
friend says 


A longtime friend of Ray¬ 
mond Taavel says she wants 
the man accused of his mur¬ 
der to go away for a “long, 
long time.” 

Krista Snow, chair of Hali¬ 
fax Pride, made the comment 
after learning Denny’s moth¬ 
er, Janice Paul, told reporters 
on Thursday that her son was 
innocent of killing Taavel. 

“That just makes me a bit 
nauseous,” Snow said after 
hearing of Paul’s statement. 

Taavel was beaten to death 
outside the Menz Bar on Got¬ 
tingen Street last April. 

Denny was arrested nearby 
and is now facing a charge of 
second-degree murder. 

He’d been granted an 
unescorted pass from the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital hours 
before Taavel’s murder, and 
had not returned on time. 

Snow says she understands 
Denny has mental-health 
problems but that she be¬ 
lieves his right to treatment 
must be weighed against 
public safety. 

Snow did say she’s glad 
Denny has such a support¬ 
ive mother. But, she said, it 
doesn’t lessen the pain of 
losing a friend. 

“I suggest that she didn’t 
know Raymond, and loves 
her son,” Snow said. 

She says Taavel’s friends 
and family took some 
comfort from the vigils and 
services following his death 
in April. 

“We have closure with re¬ 
spect to our friend being in a 
better place,” she said, adding 
there are still many unan¬ 
swered questions. “Everyone's 
still waiting for an answer on 
a situation that was horrific 
and will be in our hearts and 
our minds forever.”

Mother says her

Janice Paul wiped away tears as 
she carried a large photo of her 
son from a Halifax provincial 
courtroom on Thursday. The 
judge had just announced he 
would remain in custody for at 
least another two months. 

The photo showed 33-year- 
old Andre Noel Denny dressed 
in a suit and smiling against a 
purple backdrop. 

“We love him, we want 
him home, and I will not stop

at getting justice for my son,” 
Paul told reporters. 

Denny is charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
killing of Raymond Taavel, 
who was beaten to death in 
April outside the Menz Bar on 
Gottingen Street. 

Paul said yes to reporters 


when asked if her son was in¬ 
nocent of the murder charge. 

Denny, who was diag¬ 
nosed with schizophrenia as 
a teenager, was on a one-hour 
unsupervised leave from the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital in 
Burnside and didn’t return. 

Several hours later, the 
Taavel beating took place, and 
Denny was arrested a short dis¬ 
tance away. 

His mother said Denny’s 
friends and family knew he 
was “not himself” at the time 
of Taavel’s death, and ques¬ 
tioned how the hospital al¬ 
lowed him out unescorted. 

“He was not well,” Paul 
said, “The only time I (saw) 
him well was three days after 


the alleged incident.” 

Donald Murray, Denny’s 
lawyer, asked the court Thurs¬ 
day to postpone a fitness 
hearing for his client until he 
receives the psychiatric assess¬ 
ment from Dr. Hy Bloom in 
Toronto. 

The hearing has already 
been pushed back multiple 
times, and Murray said he’s 
not sure why the assessment is 
taking so long. 

“As long as (Bloom) eventu¬ 
ally makes an answer that is 
understandable and rational, 
good,” Murray told reporters. 

Paul said she never had 
any serious issues with Denny 
when he lived at home in Cape 
Breton. 

“Our community knew 
how to keep him safe; obvious¬ 
ly, Halifax and Dartmouth 
didn’t keep him safe,” she said. 

Denny is next scheduled to 
appear in court on Nov. 26.

Future plant. Nova Scotia 
Power searches for 
biomass suppliers 


Nova Scotia Power is seeking 
biomass suppliers for its future 
plant in Port Hawkesbury. 

The privately owned util¬ 
ity says it’s looking to buy ap¬ 
proximately 500,000 tonnes of 
biomass fuel. 

The 60-megawatt plant, 
which remains under con¬ 
struction, is expected to be up 
and running by next spring. 


The utility says it wants to 
hear from potential suppli¬ 
ers around Nova Scotia that 
are committed to sustainable 
practices. 

It says the plant will create 
more than 200 full-time jobs 
in biomass fuel procurement, 
including harvesting, in addi¬ 
tion to jobs at the plant itself.

Quinpool Rd. plans 
met with concern

A small but passionate group 
of residents voiced their 
concerns about a proposed 
development for Quinpool 
Road at a public meeting on 


Thursday night. 

The general consensus 
from the residents who at¬ 
tended the meeting at the 
Kenneth C. Rowe Manage¬ 
ment Building was disap¬ 
proval for the proposed de¬ 
velopment. 

The concerns included 
the height and density of the 
building, increased traffic for 
the area and the precedent 
that was created if the build¬ 
ing were to be approved. 

The planned mixed-use 
development by Studioworlcs 
International would be eight 
storeys on the Quinpool side 
wrapped around Vernon 


Street, then three storeys on 
the Pepperell Street side. 

The entrance for the 
underground parking would 
be on Pepperell Street. 

The building exceeds the 
maximum height allowed 
on Quinpool Road (45 feet) 
and Studioworlcs is looking 
to amend the local bylaw in 
order to build higher. 

“I’m extremely upset,” 
Dulcie Conrad, a concerned 
resident who lives on Pep¬ 
perell Street, said at the 
meeting. 

“It is a beautiful building, 
but it’s not fair for the people 
that live on that street to 


have that traffic.” 

Conrad said traffic in the 
area is already very busy and 
the building would have a 
negative impact not only on 
her street but also on all the 
surrounding roads. 

“We know that change 
has to take place, but by the 
same token you have to con¬ 
sider the existing families 
there,” she said. 

The next step for the pro¬ 
posed development is for 
a staff report to be written 
up, which would include the 
residents’ concerns, and for 
it to be presented to Halifax 
regional council.

Trapper hired to capture coyote

Natural Resources Minister 
Charlie Parker issued a state¬ 
ment saying his staff are work¬ 
ing with school officials to 
make sure safety information 
on coyotes is available. 

“Our department is taking 
all necessary steps to keep 
the community safe.”

Home-care services. 

$5 million will cut wait 
times in half: Government 


The Nova Scotia government 
says it will reduce the waiting 
list for home-care services in 
the Halifax area by spending $5 
million over the next two years. 

Health Minister Dave Wil¬ 
son says the funding will help 
cut the Capital District Health 
Authority’s 265-person waiting 
list by about half over the next 
year. 

He says an additional $1.5 


million over two years will go 
to home-care services province¬ 
wide, such as personal care, 
meal preparation and house¬ 
keeping. 

Wilson says the wait time in 
Halifax varies, but some people 
can wait as much as a year. 

The government says 12,000 
people receive home-care servi¬ 
ces in Nova Scotia.

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NewPage. Funding deal 
delayed but not in 
danger, province says 


A provincial funding package 
considered vital to resume 
operations at the NewPage 
Port Hawlcesbury paper mill 
is not in danger of unravel¬ 
ling despite delays in an¬ 
nouncing details of the deal, 
Nova Scotia’s natural resour¬ 
ces minister said Thursday. 

Charlie Parker said an an¬ 
nouncement on a revamped 
funding deal for Pacific West 
Commercial Corp., which 
has proposed to buy the idled 
Cape Breton mill for $33 mil¬ 
lion, has been delayed. 

Last Friday, Parker said 
details of the government’s 
revised $124.5 million fund 
would be announced early 
this week. 

“I guess we had hoped 
that things would come 
together perhaps a little 
sooner than they did,” Parker 
said Thursday. 

“We’re hopeful that as 
soon as possible we’ll an¬ 
nounce the details of that 
restructuring.” 

Parker said it was unclear 
when that would happen. He 
said negotiations were on¬ 
going with Pacific West Com¬ 
mercial and government law¬ 
yers were in the final stages 
of reviewing the deal. 

The government first 
announced the fund last 
month. At the time, it includ¬ 
ed $66.5 million in loans, 
$26.5 million of which would

be forgiven if certain criteria 
including wage targets were 
met. 

But the government said 
last Friday it would sweeten 
the fund after the Canada 
Revenue Agency rejected a 
tax break and power rate ar¬ 
rangement that Pacific West 
Commercial said was neces¬ 
sary to reopen the paper 
plant. 

Liberal Opposition Leader 
Stephen McNeil said it is 
troubling that the govern¬ 
ment has not provided an up¬ 
date on its discussions with 
Pacific West Commercial.

Businesses call for fix to dike, 
fear more flooding near Truro 


Truro mayor. Bill 
Mills says municipal 
governments have 
agreed to approach 
province for help 


Businesses in the Truro area 
that were flooded following a 
storm earlier this month want 
the Nova Scotia government 
to repair a damaged dike be¬ 
fore river waters rise again. 

Karl Costandi, the owner of 
Costandi Designs, an interior 
design store, said provincial 
and municipal governments 
must stop wrangling over 
who has financial responsibil¬ 
ity for the embankment along 
the North River and find the 


quickest way to fix it. 

“Immediately the dike 
needs to be rebuilt. Immedi¬ 
ately,” he said in an interview 
Thursday. 

“Right now ... we’re in big 
trouble if there’s any substan¬ 
tial amount of rain.” 

He said eight businesses 
that employ about 50 people 
are threatened if the dike 
isn’t repaired quickly, adding 
that more flooding may drive 
some employers out of the 
Truro area. 

“I’m just praying they do 
something with the dike im¬ 
mediately. If not, I have no 
choice but to look at relocat¬ 
ing,” he said. 

But Agriculture Minister 
John MacDonell, whose de¬ 
partment is responsible for

many dikes in the area, said 
that dike was built by a private 
citizen and it isn’t the govern¬ 
ment’s responsibility to fix it. 

“This was not ours, so 
we worry about them, but 
this was fresh water and our 
(dikes) are to keep the ocean 
back and we really can’t 
control what other people 
do,” he said. 


• Ross Landry, the 
minister responsible 
for the Emergency 
Management Office, 
said an overall assessment 
of the provincial dike 
system was underway. 


“I think somebody should 
look at this, whether it turns 
out to be my department or 
the Emergency Measures Or¬ 
ganization or the municipal¬ 
ity ... Somebody got permis¬ 
sion to build a berm along the 
North River and it washed out 
and maybe they want to go 
back to that individual.”

Can perfume rebuild a shat¬ 
tered country? Barbara Stege- 
mann says yes. The Canadian 
entrepreneur has given inter¬ 
national development a chic 
twist, buying fair-trade herbs 
from crisis-hit nations to create 
her perfume line, The 7 Virtues. 

The mission began in Af¬ 
ghanistan. After a soldier friend 
was wounded, Stegemann 
wanted to prove that economic 
empowerment could under¬ 
mine the country’s heroin 
economy and the Taliban that 
controls it. The path led to 
Jalalabad, a city famous for its 
orange blossoms, and a strug¬ 
gling supplier. 

“He was about to give up,” 
Stegemann recalls. “It was a 
financial risk but I wanted to 
show that another way is pos¬ 
sible.” She invested $2,000 
and, in 2010, launched her Af¬ 
ghanistan Orange Blossom fra¬ 
grance. The first batch sold out 
and she soon secured financing 
through the hit TV show Drag¬ 
on’s Den. 

The investment allowed her 
supplier to develop his business 
and take on more staff. In turn,

this brought new investment in 
traditional Afghan products. 

“This type of foreign in¬ 
volvement has made a positive 
change for the crafts,” said Wa- 
heed Khalili, director of the Tur¬ 
quoise Mountain Institute for 
Afghan Arts and Architecture. 
In three years, employment has 
grown 70 per cent in the indus¬ 
try, he says. 

Development NGOs believe 
such projects can have a lasting 
impact. “Giving ordinary Af¬ 
ghans the chance to find stable, 
legal work allows them to plan 
for the future, to improve their 
fives and that of their children,” 
said Fernando Soares, deputy 
executive director of Mercy 
Corps. “This helps lay the foun¬ 
dations for a peaceful and pro¬ 
ductive Afghanistan.” 

The 7 Virtues has also made 
female empowerment an issue. 
Stegemann’s suppliers are lead¬ 
ing employers of women, and 
the profits have helped to ex¬ 
pand schools for girls. Stegem¬ 
ann wants to see more female 
influence at home, too, and 
sees her perfume as a route into 
politics. 

The scents are becoming 
more ambitious. The latest 
blends Israeli and Iranian in¬ 
gredients for an anti-war pro¬ 
test. Stegemann is also lobby¬ 
ing Israeli politicians to help 
her establish a Palestinian dis¬ 
tillery. But the causes are too 
important for politicians alone. 
“Citizens have to take action,” 
she says. “If you stay the course, 
you will see results.”

Stegemann is not the first 
to create a scent with a mes¬ 
sage. French perfume maker 
Francois Coty used his cos¬ 
metics empire to launch a fas¬ 
cist party before the Second 
World War, and became a 
hugely influential political 
figure. 

More recently, Israeli-Ger¬ 
man photographer Daniel Jo- 
sefsohn created the “MoslBud- 
dJewChristHinDao” fragrance 


in an effort to promote reli¬ 
gious tolerance. The name of 
the fragrance was later short¬ 
ened to the easier “Unifaith.” 

With the U.S. election 
campaign in full swing, the 
perfumers at Bliss have made 
it an “eau-lection” with scents 
for both candidates.

What is the tradition of 
Afghan perfume? 

The first rose was distilled 
here and the oil has been 
used in Islamic medicine 
for centuries. The Jalal¬ 
abad region was known 
for its gardens full of 
flowers and native plants, 
and the culture of making 
compounds from them. 

How difficult is it for 
farmers to switch to 
perfume from poppy? 

It’s not easy to convince 
them because the poppy is 
quick and has more value. 
But the rose flowers here are 
the next best and the gov¬ 
ernment has given subsidies 
for the first three years for 
farmers who switch, be¬ 
cause that is how long it 
takes for them to bloom. If 
there is a group of farmers 
who switch together, the 
Taliban cannot fight them. 

What is the future for 
your business? 

Industrialized distillation is 
still new here and we have 
problems with energy and 
electricity. But the potential 
is huge and now we know 
the market will expand and 
employ more people.

An American soldier who 
sought refuge in Canada after 
she became disillusioned with 
the Iraq war has turned herself 
over to the United States. 

The War Resisters Sup¬ 
port Campaign says Kimberly 
Rivera was immediately ar¬ 
rested, detained and trans¬ 
ferred to U.S. militaiy custody 
after presenting herself at the 
border. 

The group says Rivera is 
now waiting to be transferred 
to a different military facility 
where she faces punishment 
for being absent from her unit. 

It also says Rivera’s hus¬ 
band and her four children 
crossed the border separately 
so the kids wouldn’t have to 
see their mother being de¬ 
tained.

Petya Verzilov was meet¬ 
ing on Thursday with U.S. 
lawmakers and aides in¬ 
volved in drafting legis¬ 
lation that would target 
Russian officials linked to 
human rights abuses. Ver¬ 
zilov is married to band 
member Nadia Tololcon- 


nilcova. 

The punk band members 
were sentenced in August to 
two years in prison for per¬ 
forming an irreverent song 
mocking Russian President 
Vladimir Putin inside Mos¬ 
cow’s main cathedral. 

Verzilov hopes the legis¬ 
lation could be used to pres¬ 
sure Russian officials to re¬ 
lease his wife and others. 

“They are greatly afraid 
of having their bank ac¬ 
counts shut off,” he said.

A street preacher sued 
Thursday to block a New 
Orleans ordinance that 
restricts religious or pol¬ 
itical speech on Bourbon 
Street after dark.

The Parti Quebecois’ new 
public security minister says 
he’s bothered that the man 
accused of shooting two 
people at a PQ victory rally 
on election night had access 
to a radio audience. 

Bain called a Montreal sta¬ 
tion on Wednesday and small 
snippets of a 38-minute inter¬ 
view were aired on English- 


and French-language stations 
of the Astral Radio network. 

The accused shooter re¬ 
portedly told the network 
he’d had a vision from God 
that Montreal should become 
its own province and separ¬ 
ate from Quebec. He did not 
want to talk about events on 
election night — just about 
his political views. 

On his way into Thurs¬ 
day’s cabinet meeting, Public 
Security Minister Stephane 
Bergeron said he will inves¬ 
tigate whether a prisoner 


should have access to a phone 
in order to transmit messages 
through the mass media. 

“It seems worrisome to 
me,” Bergeron said. “I’ll look 
into it and get back to you. 

“The question is whether 
a prisoner should have access 
to that type of platform to 
express himself in the public 
arena.” 

Radio station CJAD said 
Bain called from the infirm¬ 
ary of his Montreal detention 
centre.

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Visit by UN officials stirs large 
protest led by Buddhist monks 


Sri Lanka, Flocks of 
protesters complain 
country is being unfairly 
criticized for poor 
human-rights record 


Hundreds of Sri Lankans 
protested Thursday against a 
visit by UN officials to discuss 


human-rights issues during 
the country’s civil war. 

Monks led about 300 pro¬ 
testers from the Buddhist 
nationalist National Heritage 
Party during the demonstra¬ 
tion opposite a local UN office. 
They complained Sri Lanka 
is being unfairly criticized 
for a poor human-rights 
record as the war was ending 
in 2009. 

They alleged the visit was 


a step toward subjecting Sri 
Lanka to an international 
war-crimes investigation. 

Three representatives 
from the UN human-rights 
commission have met 
Sri Lankan officials and 
ethnic Tamil politicians and 
seen areas ravaged by war on 
their visit. 

A UN report found 
evidence the government and 
Tamil Tiger rebels committed 


rights violations during the 
war. It said tens of thousands 
of civilians may have been 
killed in the final stages of 
the fighting, though there are 
no clear estimates available. 

The UN Human Rights 
Council adopted a resolu¬ 
tion earlier this year ur¬ 
ging Sri Lanka to investi¬ 
gate alleged war crimes 
committed by both sides.

Poland protested a Ukrainian 
photo exhibition Thursday, 
featuring models dressed as 
Catholic nuns posing next to 
the graves of Polish soldiers 
— an incident that threat¬ 
ened to upset close ties be¬ 
tween the two neighbours as 
Kyiv relies on Warsaw’s help 
in its push to integrate clos¬ 
er with the European Union. 

The protest came during 
a visit by Polish President 
Bronislaw Komorowski, 
who is pressing Ukraine to 
commit to European demo¬ 
cratic and human-rights 
standards if it wants to join 
the European club. 

On Friday, Komorowski 
and Ukrainian President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych are to unveil 
a memorial outside Kyiv to 
thousands of Polish officers 
killed by Josef Stalin’s se¬ 
cret police at the start of the 
Second World War. 

The photographs, taken 
by a Ukrainian fashion 
magazine and displayed at a 
museum last week, showed 
the women striking pro¬ 


vocative poses next to a 
bare-chested young man 
and against the back¬ 
drop of crosses at a cem¬ 
etery in the western 
city of Lviv. The graves are of 
Polish soldiers who died 
when Poles and Ukrainians 
battled for control over 
Lviv in the wake of the First 
World War. 

Poland’s Foreign Min¬ 
istry said Thursday that its 
diplomats in Lviv protested 
“the impropriety of the ex¬ 
hibition, which could hurt 
feelings and provoke contro¬ 
versy” and were able to get 
the exhibit closed. 

“It was horrible, it insults 
the memory of soldiers, of 
the state, of everyone,” said 
Emil Legovich, a leader of the 
Polish community in Lviv. He 
speculated that the exhibit 
was organized by certain 
“political forces” in order to 
sabotage Polish-Ulcrainian 
relations ahead of Ukraine’s 
hotly contested parliament¬ 
ary election next month.

Military turns off 
information tap 

Members of the Canadian 
military have been told 
to tighten the screws and 
withhold information, 
even though it may not 
be sensitive or a threat to 
national security. 

The unusual directive, 
known as a CANFORGEN, 
was written last year by 
the country’s deputy top 
commander in response to 
a media story examining 


National Defence finances. 

The 2011 Ottawa 
Citizen newspaper story 
looked at lapsed funding 
— cash the department 
was unable to spend on 
capital projects — and 
came at the height of 
the last federal election 
campaign. 

It was deemed to have 
contained “information 
that was not meant for 
wider or public consump¬ 
tion,” but the data had not 
been designated either 
secret or protected.

31.5% of kids 
in Canada 
overweight 
or obese 


Report. Number of 
at an all-time high 


Almost a third of Canadian 
children are either over¬ 
weight or obese, says a re¬ 
port from Statistics Canada 
that bases its figures on the 
World Health Organization 
method of determining ideal 
weights for youth around 
the globe. 

Using data from the 
2009-2011 Canadian Health 
Measures Survey, the federal 
agency says 31.5 per cent of 
children aged five to 17 — or 
an estimated 1.6 million in¬ 
dividuals — are overweight 
or obese. 

The proportion was slight¬ 
ly higher among younger 
youth. Almost 33 per cent 
of five- to 11-year-olds were 
overweight or obese, com¬ 
pared to 30 per cent of those 
12 to 17. 

The percentage of kids 
who were overweight — but 
not obese — was similar 
across age groups. 

The proportion of Can¬ 
adian kids and teens who are 


Boys 


The study found boys are 
struggling more than girls 
to control their weight. 


• Obesity. According to the 
WHO definition 15.1 per 
cent of boys are obese 
compared to eight per 
cent of girls. 


• Kids. The gender gap is 
particularly noticeable 
in the five-to-11 age 
group, with three time 
more boys considered 
obese(i 9.5 per cent) 
than girls (6.3 per cent). 


• Teens. The difference 
was less pronounces 
among those aged 12 to 
17, with 10.7 per cent of 
boys and 9-6 per cent of 
girls considered obese.

Probation. Senator’s wife 
pleads guilty to causing 
disturbance on plane

Metro in Saskatoon 

Maygan Sensenberger, 23, 
and Manitoba Senator Rod 
Zimmer, 69, are entering a 
new chapter in their rela¬ 
tionship — probation. 

Sensenberger appeared 
in a Saskatoon courthouse 
Thursday morning where 
she pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing disturbance and was 
given a 12-month suspended 
sentence and probation. A 
second charge of uttering 
threats was withdrawn. 

Sensenberger became the 
centre of attention across 
the country after being ar¬ 
rested for causing a disturb¬ 
ance and uttering threats on 
a flight from Ottawa to Sas¬ 
katoon in late August, just 
days before the couple’s first 
wedding anniversary. 

Prosecution told the 
court that witnesses aboard 
the aircraft heard Sensen¬ 
berger allegedly threatening 
to slit her husband’s throat. 

Her lawyer, Leslie Sul¬ 
livan, said her client was 
happy the ordeal was set¬ 
tled. 


“My client is extremely 
relieved this matter is over,” 
said Sullivan. 

“She has been anxious to 
get this concluded and she 
just wants to return to her 
home and get back on with 
her life.” 

When asked if she was 
pleased with the sentencing, 
Sullivan explained: “I’m 
very pleased the charge was 
withdrawn — as it should 
have been.... We wanted to 
deal with it expeditiously 
and that’s what we did.” 

The court was told that 
Sensenberger had been 
drinking at the time of the 
argument and provincial 
judge Marilyn Gray said she 
felt if alcohol hadn’t been 
involved, it would have been 
a different situation. 

She noted that a person’s 
good judgment sometimes 
goes “out the window” when 
drinking. 

Although there was no 
mandatory treatment as 
part of the sentence, Sensen¬ 
berger will have to undergo 
any addictions assessment, 
treatment or counselling 
that is recommended by her 
probation officer.

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Did Russia kill one of its own? judge asks

Russian said Putin was 
responsible on death bed 


A long-awaited inquest into 
the poisoning death of for¬ 
mer Russian agent Alexander 
Litvinenko should consider 
whether Russian authorities 
were involved, the senior Brit¬ 
ish judge who will oversee it 
said Thursday. But the U.K. gov¬ 
ernment will not let lawyers 


for the victim’s family and the 
suspects see a report on alleged 
links between Litvinenko and 
British intelligence. 

Litvinenko’s family believes 
the Kremlin was behind his 
death from radioactive poison¬ 
ing in London in 2006. The for¬ 
mer security-service officer, a 
critic of the Kremlin, died after 
drinking tea laced with the 
rare radioactive isotope polo¬ 
nium-210 at a London hotel. 

On his deathbed, he accused 
Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 


tin of responsibility. 

Ben Emmerson, a lawyer for 
Litvinenko’s widow, told a court 
hearing that it was vital that the 
inquest investigate “the crimin¬ 
al role of the Russian state.” He 
said that if official Russian in¬ 
volvement was proved, it would 
constitute “an act of state-spon¬ 
sored nuclear terrorism on the 
streets of London.” 

Judge Robert Owen, who 
will lead the inquest, said its 
scope would be decided at a 
later hearing, but indicated he 


was inclined to agree it should 
look at Russia’s alleged role. 

Owen said it was “to be re¬ 
gretted” that no inquest has 
been held in the nearly six 
years since Litvinenko died. He 
said he would open his inquest 
as early in 2013 as possible. 

The killing cast a pall over 
U.K.-Russian relations that still 
persists. British prosecutors 
have accused two Russians of 
killing Litvinenko, but Russia 
refuses to hand them over.

The Wilfrid Laurier baseball 
team will make a final pitch 
Sunday to save its season 
after being suspended by the 
school following a hazing in¬ 
cident.

Baxter wouldn’t give any 
specifics on the incident but 
said no one was injured. Rath¬ 
er than impose a season-long 
suspension immediately, the 
school wants to give players 
the chance to make a case 
for allowing them to resume

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Holy Land. Vandalism 
of Christian holy 
sites prompts Rev. 
Pizzaballa to voice 
concerns over Jewish- 
Christian relations 


After a series of attacks by van¬ 
dals on Christian holy sites in 
Israel, normally tight-lipped 
Roman Catholic officials are be¬ 
ginning to speak out, publicly 
appealing to authorities to take 
a stronger stand against the vio¬ 
lence. 

The Rev. Pierbattista Piz¬ 
zaballa, one of the church’s top 
officials in the Holy Land, said 
he is worried about relations 
between Jews and Christians in 
the Holy Land. He believes the 
blame can go all around. 

“I think the main atmos¬ 
phere is ignorance,” Pizzaballa 
told The Associated Press. 

Because the local Christian 
population is tiny, “we do not 
exist for the majority.... They 
have other priorities,” he said. 


“On the other side, we as a 
minority maybe didn’t invest 
enough energy and initiatives” 
to reach out to Israeli Jews. 

That may be changing fol¬ 
lowing this month’s attack on a 
well-known Trappist Monastery 
in Latrun, outside Jerusalem. 
Vandals burned a door and 
spray-painted anti-Christian 
graffiti on the century-old 
building with the words “Jesus 
is a monkey.” 

Suspicion has fallen on ex¬ 
tremist Jewish West Bank set¬ 
tlers or their supporters, who 
are believed to be behind a 
series of attacks in recent years 


on mosques, Christian sites 
and even Israeli army prop¬ 
erty to protest moves against 
settlements. In response, the 
church’s top officials issued a 
rare “declaration” calling on Is¬ 
raeli leaders to take action. 

It said authorities should 
“put an end to this senseless 
violence and to ensure a ‘teach¬ 
ing of respect’ in schools for all 
those who call this land home.” 

Israeli leaders swiftly con¬ 
demned the attack, and police 
vowed to bring the vandals to 
justice. Nearly two weeks later, 
there have been no arrests.

South African police kill 
two more in mine strikes 


Days after soldiers were 
deployed, South African 
President Jacob Zuma’s office 
announced Thursday that he 
has ordered military forces to 
assist police trying to control 
labour unrest in the nation’s 
crucial mining sector. 

Despite resolution of the 
longest and bloodiest strike, 
two more deaths were re¬ 
ported. 

Even as miners returned to 
work Thursday at the Lonmin 
PLC platinum mine in Marik- 
ana, where police killed 34 
miners on Aug. 16, labour ad¬ 
vocates said police killed two 
more people: a ruling-party 
municipal councillor who 


died of injuries from a rubber 
bullet and a miner who was 
run over by an armoured car. 

Zuma’s office said he was 
invoking the Constitution to 
use the military to support 
police “in the prevention and 
combating of crime as well as 
the maintenance of law and 
order in the Marilcana Area 
... and other areas around the 
country where needed” until 
Jan. 31. The notice from the 
presidency referred to sec¬ 
tion 201 (2) of the Constitu¬ 
tion, which states that “only 
the President ... may author¬ 
ize the employment of the 
defence force.”

Thousands of protest¬ 
ers marched in Guinea’s 
capital to call for the 
departure of South Afri¬ 
can company Waymark, 
which was hired by the 
Guinean government to 
redo the countiy’s elec¬ 
toral list.

Guinea held its first 
democratic election in 
2010, after delaying the 
vote multiple times, as 
candidates demanded 
changes in the voters’ 
register.

Because 
Waymark was hired by 
the ruling party, the op¬ 
position says that they 
fear it is conniving with 
President Alpha Conde’s 
administration. 

Opposition leader 
Lansana Kouyate told the 
marchers, “We are call¬ 
ing for the departure of 
Waymark, a company that 
was recruited by Alpha 
Conde.”

Baby conceived before 
tour of duty. British 
soldier stationed in 
Afghanistan unlikely 
to face censure 


Hours after a British soldier in 
Afghanistan told medics she 
was suffering from stomach 
pains, the Royal Artillery gun¬ 
ner unexpectedly gave birth 
to a boy — the first child ever 
born in combat to a member 
of Britain’s armed forces. 

Britain’s defence ministry 
said Thursday the soldier told 
authorities she had not been 
aware she was pregnant and 
only consulted doctors on the 
day that she went into labour. 

The soldier, who arrived 
in Afghanistan in March, 
delivered the child Tuesday 
at Camp Bastion, the vast 
desert camp in southern Af¬ 
ghanistan’s Helmand prov¬ 
ince where Prince Harry is 


deployed and a Taliban attack 
last week killed two U.S. Mar¬ 
ines. 

“Mother and baby are both 
in a stable condition in the 
hospital and are receiving the 
best possible care,” the min¬ 
istry said in a statement. It 
said a team of doctors would 
fly out to Afghanistan in the 
coming days to help the solid- 
er and her son return safely 
to Britain. 

The U.K. does not allow 
female soldiers to deploy on 
operation if they are preg¬ 
nant. Although the soldier’s 
child was conceived before 
her tour of duty began in 
March, she is not likely to 
face censure. 

Britain has previously 
sent female soldiers home 
from wars after they have 
fallen pregnant — including 
about 60 from Afghanistan 
— but hasn’t previously had a 
servicewoman go into labour 
in a warzone.

Quebec. Decision comes 
after ‘Maple Spring’ that

The tuition increase that trig¬ 
gered such social strife in Que¬ 
bec was cancelled Thursday 
during an action-packed first 
full day in office for the Parti 
Quebecois government.

Pakistan. Islamabad’s 
American Embassy 
takes steps to ease 
controversy over 
U.S.-produced movie 


The American Embassy in 
Islamabad, in a bid to tamp 
down public rage over the an¬ 
ti-Islam film produced in the 
U.S., is spending $70,000 to air 
an ad on Pakistani television 
that features President Barack 
Obama and Secretaiy of State 
Hillaiy Rodham Clinton de¬ 
nouncing the video. 

The State Department said 
Thursday the embassy had 
compiled brief clips of Obama 
and Clinton rejecting the con¬ 
tents of the movie and extol¬ 
ling American tolerance for all 
religions into a 30-second pub¬ 
lic service announcement that 
is running on seven Pakistani 
networks. Obama and Clin¬ 
ton’s comments, which are 
from previous public events 
in Washington, are in English 
but subtitled in Urdu, the main 
Pakistani language. 

Department spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland said the aim 


was to get the messages to 
the widest possible audience 
in Pakistan, where tens of 
thousands of protestors angry 
about the film tried to reach 
the U.S. embassy before being 
turned back by Pakistani po¬ 
lice. She said embassy staffers 
had decided the ads were the 
best way to spread the word. 
The seven networks have a po¬ 
tential audience of 90 million 
people, she added. 

“The sense was that this 
particular aspect of the 
president and the secretaiy’s 
message needed to be heard 
by more Pakistanis than had 
heard, and that this was an ef¬ 
fective way to get that message 
out,” Nuland told reporters in 
Washington. The ads are not 
running in other countries, 
she said. 

In the ad, Obama is seen 
talking about America’s trad¬ 
ition of religious tolerance 
and Clinton is seen saying 
that the U.S. government had 
nothing to do with the video 
that contains vulgar depiction 
of the Prophet Muhammad. 
“We absolutely reject its con¬ 
tent and message,” Clinton 
says in the advertisement.

Serbia. Suspect acquitted for 
setting U.S. Embassy ablaze; 
guilty to lesser offence 


A Serbian court on Thursday 
acquitted the prime suspect 
charged with setting fire to the 
U.S. Embassy in Belgrade in 
2008, but convicted him of the 
lesser offence of stealing prop¬ 
erty from the building and sen¬ 
tenced him to a year in prison. 

A Belgrade high court judge 
said there was no evidence that 
Milan Zivanovic, 24, took part 
in the burning of the embassy 
when Serb rioters stormed it 
on Feb. 21, 2008, in anger over 
Washington’s support for the 
statehood of Kosovo, the pre¬ 


dominantly ethnic Albanian 
province that had declared in¬ 
dependence from Serbia. 

But the judge said Zivanovic, 
a university student, took part 
in the stealing of a leather jack¬ 
et and gloves that belonged to 
an embassy employee. One as¬ 
sailant was killed in the fire set 
by the attackers. 

The attackers, mostly soc¬ 
cer hooligans, threw stones 
and flares at the embassy 
building, breaking win¬ 
dows and setting it on fire.

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U.S. census data shows signs of economic recovery 


More young adults in the 
U.S. are leaving their parents’ 
homes to take a chance with 
college or a job. Across the na¬ 
tion, people are on the move 
again after putting their lives 
on hold and staying put. Once- 
sharp declines in births are 
levelling off, and poverty is 
slowing. 


A new snapshot of census 
data provides sociological back¬ 
up for what economic indica¬ 
tors were already suggesting: 
that the nation is in a tentative, 
fragile recoveiy. 

“We may be seeing the 
beginning of the American 
family’s recoveiy from the 
Great Recession,” said Andrew 


Cherlin, a professor of sociol¬ 
ogy and public policy at Johns 
Hopkins University. He pointed 
in particular to the upswing 
in mobility and to young men 
moving out of their parents’ 
homes, both signs that more 
young adults were testing out 
job prospects. 

“It could be the modest 


number of new jobs or sim¬ 
ply the belief that the worst is 
over,” Cherlin said. 

The new 2011 census fig¬ 
ures released Thursday show 
progress in an economic recov¬ 
ery that technically began in 
mid-2009. The annual survey, 
supplemented with unpub¬ 
lished government figures as 


of March 2012, covers a year in 
which unemployment fell from 
9.6 per cent to 8.9 per cent. 

Not all is well, however. 
While housing sales have more 
recently gained, home owner¬ 
ship last year dropped for a 
fifth straight year to 64.6 per 
cent, the lowest in more than a 
decade, the associated press

Richard: Mark, End of Watch is 
all build up. The movie spends 
an hour-and-a-half introducing 
its characters, giving us a slice 
of LAPD life before topping it 
off with an exciting conclusion. 
I could have used less Barf-O- 
Matic hand-held camera work 
— sometimes it’s hard to tell 
what’s happening — but over¬ 
all I thought this movie worked 
because of the naturalistic per¬ 
formances and the climax. You? 

Mark: And what perform¬ 
ances! Both Jake Gyllenhaal 
and Michael Pena are first-rate, 
their naturalistic style perfectly 


matching the you-are-there 
hand-held camera work. But I 
also thought the dialogue was 
far superior to most police 
thrillers. There’s no plot, really 
— it’s a series of episodes in 
the lives of two LAPD officers, 
which at times seemed remin¬ 
iscent of the old TV series Adam 
12. But there are things that are 
shown in this movie that would 
never have happened in the 
more benign TV show. 

RC: It’s true. It took me a while 
to warm to the episodic nature 
of the “story.” I found the first 
half-hour stagey. The having- 
the-character-film-part-of-the- 
movie thing has been done to 
death, and I thought added a 
level of artificiality that didn’t 
need to be there. Take that out 
and no one would miss it. But 
once I allowed myself to be 
drawn into the performances 
and the chemistry of the leads, 
I was sucked in. I thought the 
female characters were given 


more to do than usual in a cop 
drama, but just barely. Anna 
Kendrick is so talented, I would 
have liked to seen her given 
more to do. 

MB: Kendrick barely registered 
for me; the woman who did 
was the Hispanic gang leader’s 
significant other. Scary! As far 
as the ending goes, I thought 
it was a well-handled climax, 
but I can’t say I didn’t see it 
coming. It’s the coda after the 
climax I thought was unneces- 
saiy. It tried to add poignancy 
to a movie that was thankfully 
unsentimental throughout. 

RC: I agree. It’s hard to dis¬ 
cuss the end without being 
spoilerific, but let’s say the 
movie goes from jovial to gritty 
and then back to jovial again. 
I didn’t love it, but Hollywood 
seems to be allergic to tragic 
endings.

Being Dracula’s daughter 
can be a drag. That’s the les¬ 
son Selena Gomez learned 
making Hotel Transylvania, 
in which she voices the 
118-year-old perpetual teen¬ 
ager Mavis, living in the titu¬ 
lar lodging with her over- 
protective father (voiced by 
Adam Sandler) and longing 
to see the world. 

Despite her character’s 
advanced age, Gomez didn’t 
have too much trouble con¬ 
necting with Mavis. 

“I’m not 118, but it’s fun 
for me to kind of grow up,” 
she says. 

“I want to be able to see 
places, too. I get to travel 
and I’m very lucky to get 
to go to the places that I go 
to, but I never actually have 
been to the places alone or 
with friends, and I’ve never 
had that, so I think I’m going 
through that a little bit, do¬ 
ing things on my own a little 
bit more and having a little 
bit of that freedom.” 

In that travel that she’s 
already doing — for work, 


mostly — she sees her fair 
share of hotels herself, 
though they don’t necessar¬ 
ily make much of an impres¬ 
sion. 

“To be honest, I’m in 
places for, like, a day so I 
don’t even know where I’m 
staying. My mom’s more 
about spas, so I just kind of 
follow my mom,” she says. 

“We stay in differ¬ 
ent places all the time — 
fun ones, cool ones. I’ve 
stayed in haunted ones 
too, before. It was actually 
for my birthday, so this 
sounds a little weird, but I 
like getting scared. We were 
on tour and they had me stay 
in a hotel in Utah and it was 
haunted. 

“Nothing happened, so I 
was a little bummed, but it 
was spooky being there.” 

Having gotten her start 
on the Disney Channel’s 
Wizards of Waverly Place, 
Gomez clearly has a thing 
for the supernatural — even 
if the connection hadn’t oc¬ 
curred to her before now. 

“I didn’t even think 
about that. I guess so,” she 
says with a laugh.

He 
spiralled out of control. Our 
Sherlock has emerged with 
what I think is at his core 
just a tiny kernel of self 
doubt where one previously 
never existed.” 

Miller — whose own tat¬

— says that inner turmoil is 
what makes the brilliant, yet 
socially inept, Sherlock relat- 
able. 

“He struggles with his 
own sense of self,” Miller 
says. “People can identify 
with that.” 

The present 

Whereas some incarnations 
of Sherlock may have been 
considered sociopathic, the 
detective in Elementary isn’t 
simply seeking the thrill of 
the chase when he takes on 


a new case. 

“Our Sherlock is a puzzle 
solver,” says Doherty. “I see 
him as someone who is driv¬ 
en ... to do the right thing, 
to help people. At the end of 
the day, he believes in jus¬ 
tice. It’s not just about put¬ 
ting bad guys behind bars. 
Helping people and doing 
the right thing are factors 
that play into it as well.” 

His future 

If there is one foe that de¬ 
fines Sherlock, it’s Moriarty. 


Doherty promises the detec¬ 
tive’s nemesis will factor 
into the series, but is reluc¬ 
tant to give away too many 
details. 

“He was such a shad¬ 
owy figure,” Doherty says. 
“I think he was described 
as the spider at the centre 
of the web of crime in Lon¬ 
don.

Though Watson may not act 
out like the abrasive, dys¬ 
functional Sherlock, the doc¬ 
tor may be just as damaged 
as her charge.

QMJHL Highly-touted 
club looks to take next 
step in development 
when season opens 
Friday night in Sydney

It’s no secret the Halifax 
Mooseheads have one of the 
most talented teams, on paper, 
in the QMJHL this season. 

But if the Mooseheads 
intend to win the first cham¬ 
pionship in the franchise’s 
19-season histoiy, one of the 
big challenges for head coach 
Dominique Ducharme is mak¬ 
ing sure his players don’t rely 
on their talent more than they 
should. 

“Sometimes, that’s the big¬ 
gest rival of a skilled team or 
a ‘favourite’ — thinking some¬ 
times that things will come 
(easily) because we have skill,” 
Ducharme said. “But we have 
to make it happen.” 

Sixteen of 24 players on the 
Mooseheads’ season-opening 
roster were around last year 
for a three-round playoff run 
that featured a historic 4-3 
come-from-behind win over 
the Quebec Remparts in the 
quarter-finals. 

Despite a youthful lineup, 
that team carved out its iden¬ 
tity by complementing its 
emerging skill with a relent¬ 
less work ethic, and came 
within two wins of making the 
QMJHL final. 

They’re a year older, now, 
for certain. But a year wiser? 


The players say yes. 

“We need to work very 
hard — we can’t just be a team 
with skill, everybody can’t (tiy 
to be) a superstar or some¬ 
thing,” said high-scoring right¬ 
winger Martin Frk. 

“I think we are probably 
the best team in the league, 
but you never know what hap¬ 
pens — a good team can lose 
in the first round. We have to 
work hard.” 

From goaltender Zach Fu- 
cale to defenceman Konrad 
Abeltshauser to Frk, Jona¬ 
than Drouin and Nathan 
MacKinnon up front, the 
Mooseheads are a deep and 
potentially explosive offen¬ 
sive team loaded with big- 


name talents. 

Widely considered one 
of the top three teams in the 
QMJHL along with the Que¬ 
bec Remparts and Moncton 
Wildcats, the Mooseheads are 
ranked sixth in the Canadian 
Hockey League’s pre-season 
top-10 ranking. 

When the puck drops on 
Friday, the Mooseheads intend 
to pick up where they left off 
last April. 

Said veteran winger Darcy 
Ashley: “If we keep playing 
with the same mentality as 
last year — we’ve gotten older, 
we’ve gotten better, we’ve 
brought in a couple of guys — 
it’s going to be a huge part of 
success.”

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European exodus not all rosy: nHF head 


NHL lockout. 'Integrity 
of game’ should come 
before short-term 
business gains: Fasel 


The steady flow of star play¬ 
ers to European teams during 
the NHL lockout could distort 
national competitions, Inter¬ 
national Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion president Rene Fasel said 
Thursday 

Fasel told The Associated 
Press that he balanced the in¬ 
creased attention for European 
hockey against potential dam¬ 
age to the integrity of leagues, 
especially if players return to 
North America mid-season. 

“It’s questionable how fair 
it is to the others (teams) and 
the whole league system,” 
Fasel said by telephone from 
Tokyo, where the governing 
body has its congress next 
week. 

“The integrity of the game 
is, for us, something veiy im¬ 
portant. It’s not just business,” 
the world hockey leader said. 
“We play the game for the 
hockey fans, but sport should 
always be No. 1. Sport should 
also be about fairness to every¬ 
body.” 

Since the lockout started, 
players have turned to Eur¬ 


ope to find playing time and 
salaries until the stalemate 
between the league and NHL 
players’ union is resolved. 

Fasel said it is good for 
fans to see stars come home, 
including two-time MVP Alex 
Ovechkin to Russian club Dy¬ 
namo Moscow and New York 
Islanders captain Mark Streit 
with Switzerland’s best-sup¬ 
ported club, Bern. 

“That is very positive, 
there’s no doubt,” said Fasel, 
a former Swiss league referee. 
“Mark Streit never played in 
Switzerland when he was a 
junior. Now he can come back 
and play for a top team as a big 
star — that’s a great stoiy.” 

Still, Fasel acknowledged 
mixed feelings.
